Back Universal Service 
The big parade comes after three 
days of close attention to the grim ! 
problems arising out of the current 
war in Korea. 
In one of its most .significant res­ 
olutions adopted yesterday the Le­ 
gion advocated establishment of uni­ 
versal service—calling up not only 
of manpower for the armed .services 
but of labor, industry and agricul­ 
ture and citizens generally—for the 
duration of the international crisis 
In urging uni vert a1 service, the 
department called upon the Legion s 
national commander ti hold public 
meetings throughout the country to 
gather support for the measure 
The resolution said that universal 
service, if enacted into law. would 
"equalize the burden of war and 
eliminate 
discontent, 
profiteering,
